Big Water Power Dam 

Is Built In Iowa. 

iCeokuk, Iowa, Aug. 27.— The 
largest water power dam in the 
world will be dedicated here 
next Tuesday. The plant, .built 
at a cost of #27,000,000 in the 
Missippi river where the states 
of Iowa, Illinois and Missouri 
join, is expected to develop 300,- 
000 horsepower. 

The dam. stretching nine- 
tenths of a mile across the river, 
is 68 feet high. 42 tmt wido on 
the bottom and 29 feet wide at 
the top. It consists of 119 arch- 
ed spans, each 30 feet between 
6 foot piers. la each span is a 
spillway 82 feet high, topped by 
a steel gate 11 feet high. By 
opening and closing a variable 
number of these gates the water 
at the dam is kept at a certain 



iieight and sufficient water for 
navigation below is always pass* 

! through tliO dam. 

The water power, converted 
into electricity is for use in the 
ne'.v power zone along the .Mis- 
Mssippi extending from l-!urling- 
Jon, Iowa to St. Louib, the latter 
city taking 60.000 horse power 
of current. 

In order not to obstruct navi- 
'.nation on the river the power 
company has built a lock which 
is to be property of the United 
States government. It has the 
same width as the Panama Canal 
locks and a lift one-third higher 
than any one lock on the isth- 
mus. 

The power house is one-third 
of a mile long and contaitu? thir- 
ty of the largest turbines ever 
built 

The lake abjve the dam has 
an area of UK) square miles and 
/\ta water is kept at a constant 
, level by the operation of gates 
in the dam. It has been named 
Lake Cooper in honor of Hugh 
L. Cooper, chief engineer of the 
water power company.

"There is no need of mv is- 
suing a formal regulation regard- 
ing the immoral dances now in 
v.igue." said the Rt Rev. den- 
nis O'Dormghu^, D.D., bishop ef 
Louisville, when shown a dis- 
patch stating that Arehblshol'' 
Mo< Iler, of Cincinnati, and Bi?^ 
h 11 11.' rr.\ of Nashville, had^ 
forbidden priests to absolve per- 
sons who engaged in those ob< 
jectionnl'le dnncees. 

"Almighty God. and not bish- 
ops, forbade immorality and all 
other .'^i:^ ;'n(l every Catliolie 
know- full well that overy sin of 
impuritv. wether it be of dtcd or 
look ( tliouuht, i.s against the 
laws of God. What else do they 
need'.' These dances, the tango, 
the turkey trot, the bunny hug, 
and the rest of them are immor- 
al raid everv Catholic who dances 
them know that he is commiting 
a moral sin. trampling the laws 
of (}od beneath foot, liablinj--- 
himself to eternal damnation 
and giving bad example to those 
outsiile of the church. What 
nerd, therefore, is there for me 
to condemn then when God has 
forbidden them along with all 
s\n and every thing tiwt leads 
t') sin '.' 

''There often are mistakes inl 
the way in which these things 
a''e given out," continued the 
bishop, "As I have said before, 
the plain fact in the case is that 
any immoral fiance or anvthing 
else that causes a manor woman 
to forfeit what Jesus Christ pur- 
chased by the shedding of his 
precious blood is a mortal sin. 
That is all there is to it and 
every child in our parochial 
schools knows what that means. 

"Now its all right to warn the 
p;jple agahist an evil that is do- 
ing harm at a certain time, as 
these dances now are, but to say 
that a person who sins by danc- 
ing them cannot be forgiven is 
simply ;iot true. Murder and 
theft and lust and every other 
sin can be forgiven, if the per- 
son is penitent: that is, if he is 
truly sorry for the sin. purp-ses 
to mend his life and to avoid the 
occasion of his fall from the 
grace of Cod. In the present 
case it would mean that one who 
had sinned by dancing these im- 
moral dances would have to quit 
dancing them, else his cepent- 
ance is not sincere. 

"In this case the confession 
and the absolution and the 
whole thing is void, but it does 
not require a bishop or a priest 
to tell our people this, ^ey 
learn it as soon as they learn 
their a b c's. 

"If a formal coddemnation of 
these dances were needed, why 
most assuredly, I would have to 
condemn them. Turkey trotting 
and pig trotting and horse trot- 
ting are all right for turkeys 
and horses and pigs, but they 
are not the things for men and 
women, and especially for those 
who have been redeemed by the 
blood of Christ, and who knows 
the law of God, as Catholics do.
